In 
the last few years there has’ been an 
invasion of the West by ‘foreign cap¬ 
ital,’ and this proves an opportunity 
neglected by Eastern investors.

J annually produce manufacturer and 
partly manufactured goods to the 
j value of three hundred and thirty 
million. Including Manitoba it runs 
I to half a billion. 

; “During the last fifty years the 
West has expanded industrially eight 
times as fast as the East, but even 
at that has. not k£pt up with popu- 
[ lation increase. 

“More figures. In 1927 the two in¬ 
dustrial provinces, Quebec and On- 
tarib had between them 60 per cent, 
of Canada's population and 80 per 
cent, of the capital for manufactur¬ 
ing. The four Western province? had 
28 per cent, of the population and 
less than 14 per cent, of manufactur¬ 
ing capital. Alberta and Saskatche¬ 
wan had 15 per cent, of the total 
population and less than 3 per cent, 
manufacturing capital.” 

Examples of opportunities over¬ 
looked are freely given. A flour mil¬ 
ler says: 

“In my business the Western far¬ 
mer sells his wheat to foreign-own- 
od mills in Canada. These mills take 
the profits from Canada’s wheat 
fields from under the noses of Cana¬ 
dian investors. The outside investor 
reaps profits from a Canadian pro¬ 
duct, and further capitalizes on the 
good name of Canadian flour.” 

A Western meat packer says: “My 
little bit goes into Western invest¬ 
ment. Let the East have is European 
market which will soon be.contested 
by Argentine and Australia. We 
can’t supply our Western market now 
and when we have a surplus, we’ll 
have Asia for a market.” 

Even the small^manufacturei's of 
the West, those hiring from five to 
twenty men, are in normal times not 
able to keop up with local demand. 
They too, have their eye on the Or¬ 
iental market. They have been turn¬ 
ed down by Canadian investors, and 
must seek either foreign capital, or 
have similar factories established in 
their neighborhood by foreign capital I 
Many of thcsitSjiiplfeer Western man- I 
ifacturers fear “fore ign domination” ! 
• f their business policies and lack- 
ng Canadian capital, prefer to fight 
dong alone. But the East loses an 
opportunity in not joining up with I 
them. * 

If a manufacturer ir the East and j 
me in the West were competing for 
Oriental trade, the man in the East j 
would lie seriously handicapped, as ■ 
time is the essence of the contract. 
Yet Western Canada manufacturers 1 
are build : ng up Oriental trade and | 
could expand it indefinitely. Van¬ 
couver is the logical outlet and may J 
easily be the greatest city in Canada. ' 
Yet Eastern investors are blind to 
.the West. They are losing out in th 
Western world.
